If IT am sane, then certainly I 
don’t belong to Matteéawan:; if I 
were insane, then the laws of New 
York State itself make it compul- 
sory that I be deported from New 
York to my home State—Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The statutes of New York require 


that insane persons from another 
state who are sent to Matteawan 
or to any other New York public 
asylum, net charged with crime (and 
I as an acquitted man stand exactly 
in this class) shall be reported to 
the State Board of Deportation and 
promptly sent out of the state pack 
to the state of their residence. 

The New York law is s0 anxious 
to get rid of alleged insane persons 
from another state that it provides 
that doctors and nurses, if needed, 
be supplied to get rid of them. 

The United States courts have 
adjudicated me‘a resident of Pitts- 
burg and reaffirmed this fact within 
three months. 

Now, why does any New York of- 
ficial squander New York money to 
return me? H. K. THAW.

ENGINEERS CALL | 
NEW HAVEN LINE 
SPEED 100 Hilt 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 12.—An 
official committee of locomotive engi- 
neers told the management of the New 
Hayen Railroad today what they con- 
sidered the trouble with the road. “Too 
much pressure for speed” is their com- 
plaint. 

“The ambition was to’ make a record 
of trains on time over any railroad in 
the country,’’ sald the committee’s state- 
ment, ‘“‘and orders put out in the fall 
of 1911 made New Haven travel unsafe 
and demoralized the esprit de corps.”’ 

The statement also says: 

“Why does not the New Haven ‘go 
back to the conditions prior to the fall 
of 1911, without attempting these pro- 
posed radical changes in relation to its 
engineers? Under the same rules of 
operation the New Haven from 1901 to 
1911 was as safe as any in the country. 
The present ‘seniority rule’ was made 
in 1901. The personnel of the engineers 
is virtually the same today as imme- 
diately prior to 1911. 

“For eight years, or thereabouts, the 
New Haven was operated safely. It 
carried more than 500,000,000 persons with 
only one fatality. In the fall of 1911 
came a change. Henry J. Horn, gen- 
eral manager, ordered that engineers 
make time. ‘Time must be made,’ the 
order read. If an engineer was a min- 
ute late he was jacked up: The first 
time his engine ran by a signal the en- 
gineer was summarily dismissed.”’

IWIFE WHO BASES DIVORCE | 
SUIT ON HUSBAND’S LETTER 


The following letter was written 
by the late Mayor to his sister a 
short time after the attempt on his 
life was made on board the Kaiser 
Withelin der Grosse in Hoboken. 


ST. JAMES, L. I., Sept. 3, 1910. 

My Dear Sister—Your letter encour- 
aged me very much. I was so glad to 
get it, for I was feeling depressed, al- 
though coming from the hospital home 
had braced me up for the time being. 
i felt shaky and doubtful of myself, 
until Tuesday, the first day I walked 
out, but now my strength is returning 
tast. The barking neuralgia in all the 
side of my head and my ear has sub- 
sided. The wound healed without 
trouble. You remember how quickly 
the two bad cuts I got when a boy 
healed, one from an ax and the other 
from a scythe. The doctors looked at 
the scars in the hospital. 

I still find it difficult to talk, but my 
voice cémes back a little every day. 
But I shall not inflict any ills and aches 
on you. I am sorry for the worry I 
have caused you all. You remember my 
dog ‘“‘Spot,”” when we were ope 
He got hurt once, and crawled under 
a pile of logs,and lay there for more 
than a week before he came out. Well, 
when any trouble happens to me, I feel 
just like poor “‘Spot’’—I would like to 
crawl under the log pile and stay there. 

I have not read any newspaper since 
I was hurt, nor have I been told how 
the thing happened, except that Com- 
missioner Thompson told me on the 
deck that I had been shot by a former 
employe of the Dock Department. I do 
not remember the’ name he gave. It is 
my intention never to read a line of 
what has been published in the news- 
papers about the matter or me since I 
was hurt. It might warp my mind 
about myself. What I am I am, with 
all.my shortcomings, and I am content 
with that. . 

Was Talking to Friends on Deck. 

My own knowledge of the occurrence, 
is of course very limited, and may be 
inaccurate. I think I shall tell it to 
you now, so that there may be some 
family record of it, and in a year or 
two I wish you to turn this letter over 
to Rufus to keep. I was taking him 
with me for company. As you know, 
he and I have traveled much together. 
He was on the other side of the ship 
and did not see me shot. 


I was standing on the deck talking 
with Commissioner Thompson, Lederle, 
Edwards, Corporation Counsel Watson, 
my secretary, Mr. Robert Adamson, and 
several friends who had come aboard to 
see me off. Mr. Montt, President of 
Chili, and Mrs. Montt had just passed 
by, and I had spoken a few words with 
them. Mr. Adamson pointed out that 
the ship was dressed with flags for me, 
but I said I did not think it could be 
for me. My next consciousness was of 
a terrible metallic roar in my head. It 
filled my head, which seemed as though 
it would burst open. It swelled to the 
highest pitch, and then fell, and then 
rose again, and so alternated, until it 
subsided into a continuous buzz. _ It 
was sickening, but my stomach did not 
xive way. I was meanwhile entirely 
sightless. 


I do not think I fell, for when I be- 
came conscious I was on my feet. I 
suppose they saved me from falling, and 
they were supporting me. My sight 
gradually returned, so that after a 
while I could see the deck and the out- 
lines of the crowd around me. I be- 
came conscious that I was choking. 
Blood was coming from my mouth and 
nose and I tried all I could to swallow 
it so those around me would not see it. 
But I found I could not swallow and 
then knew my throat was hurt. It 
seemed as though it were dislocated. I 
struggied to breathe through my mouth, 
but could not, and thought I was dying 
of strangulation. I kept thinking all 
the time the best thing to do. 

Had No Fear of Death. 

‘Il was not a bit afraid to die if that 
was God’s will of me. I said to myself 
‘ust as well now as a few years from 
now. No one who contemplates the im- 
mensity of Almighty God, and of His 
universe and His works, and realizes 
what an atom he is in it all, can fear 


| to die in this flesh, yea, even though it 


were true that he is to be dissolved 
forever into the infinity of matter and 
mind from which he came. 

In some way I happened to close my 
mouth tight and found I breathed per- 
fectly through my nose. I then believed 
I could keep from smothering. But I 
kept choking and my mouth kept open- 
ing to cast out the blood. But much of it 
went down into my stomach. That night 
in the hospital I had five hard chills in 
succession, and got deathly sick and 
vomited up this blood all over the bed. 
The poor sister who was watching me 
called the doctors, but they said it was 
a good thing. I felt much better after 
that, but grew very weak. The trouble 


was to get nourishment as I could: notf 


swallow. 

But I shall not speak of the hospital, 
but only of my recollection (or impres- 
sions) of things on the ship. They 
wanted me to lie down on the deck, but 
I said no, I would walk to my state- 
room. I could now see faces, and I 
wanted to get away from the crowd. I 
could not bear to have them looking at 
me in the plight I was in, especially 
the crowd of newspaper men, and es- 
pecially those with cameras Two of 


Weeki them rushed up from the line where 


they all stood and put their cameras 
right in my face and snapped them. I 
finally put my hand up and I think I 
taid “don't.” I hope -these pictures 
Were not published. The other newspa- 
per men acted decently, as they always 
do.

Cartoons Against Mayor. 

The excitement being over, I began to 
grow weak, and was quite weak when 
I was wheeled into the operating room. 
I forgot to tell you that a's I stood or 
was supported on the deck I heard 
someone crying out, “Kill him,”’ and 
others saying, ‘‘Do not kill him.’ They 
had seized the assassin. I heard no 
struggle, nor did I hear any shots fired, 
but I concluded that 1 had been shot 
in the head by an assassin. I did not 
hear or feel the shot that hit me. There 
was an interval at the first when I 
seem to have been unconscious. 


Though the thing had not entered 
my head that morning, I was not sur- 
prised when I realized ‘that I was shot. 
I had had a feeling for some weeks 
that I might be assaulted on account 
of the anonymous threats I was getting 
by mail. I had not received so many 
since I was opposing the ring corrup- 
tions and the McKane conditions in 
Brooklyn and Gravesend when I was 
a young man. I had ceased walking 
over the Brooklyn Bridge. 


The matter of the pictures of the Reno 
prize fight had come up, I had no way 
as Mayor to stop the theaters from 
snowing them. By the city charter their 
licenses were revokable by the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, not by the Mayor, 
and the District Attorney and Corpo- 
ration Counsel decided that there was 
no law forbidding such pictures. They 
had been shown for years without ob- 
jection. But the Hearst newspapers 
kept on denouncing me for not stopping 
them. I suppose you know the way they 
had belied me ever since I became 
Mayor. Finally, one day they printed 
in large type that an officer of the 
Cnoristian Endeavor Society named 
Lowande had called on me at the May- 
or’s office and asked me on behalf of 
that society to stop the pictures, and 
that I told him he ‘was a fool and 
was sent by fools.’”’ 

The Prise-Fight Pictures. 

I had never said such a thing, as 
you may well know. It was made up. 
I learned that Lowande was a process 
server for lawyers. The officers of the 
Christian Endeavor Society put forth a 
statement of their own motion that it 
was untrue that they had sent Lowande 
or anyone else to me, and that he did 
not represent them. But it made no 
Gifference. These newspapers wert on 


repeating the falsehood, and even tried | 


to get up a public meeting to denounce 
me. 

Meanwhile, people of wicked or dis- 
ordered minds, of whom there are a 
large number in'New York City, would 
cut these articles out and send them 
to me with abuse and threats written 
on the margin, or else with anonymous 
letters threatening me. Some of them 
said I would be killed. Probably they 
cared nothing about the pictures, but 
the particular disorder of their minds 
was inflamed by reading how bad a 
man I was. Finally they printed that 
terrible cartoon of me entitled ‘‘The 
Barker.” I was dressed up as a ruf- 
fian and standing outside of a prize 
fight ring twirling a cane and barking 
for people to go in and see the sport. 
Two men slugging each other, one of 
them down and bleeding, were exposed 
in the ring. 

Think of one who has been more of a 
library student than anything else all 
his life, and who has never even saw 
a boxing match, being pictured like that. 
But the ignorant and disordered minds 
believed it, and I suppose many others 
who read no other newspaper did, and 
Were naturally inflamed against such a 
ruffian being Mayor. That was the ob- 
ject these newspapers had in view, al-

It was during this time that 
it first entered my head that I might 
be in danger, especially in walking over 
the bridge, although earlier in the year 
Il had received a few similar threats 
when these same newspapers published 
that we were discharging small em- 
ployves but taking on expensive ones. 

Feared to Be Called “Thin Skinned.” 

Such journalism is, of course, in abso- 
lute defiance of the criminal law, and 
it did not enter my mind to publicly 
call on the grand juries and the District 
Attorney to protect me from it, but I 
was weak and feared people would say 
[I was thin skinned. But the time is 
at hand when these journalistic scoun- 
arels have got to stop it or get out, and 
i am ready now to do my share to that 
end. They are absolutely without souls 
If decent people would refuse to lvok 
at such newspapers the thing would 
right itself at once.. The journalism of 
New York City has been dragged to the 
lowest depth of degradaticn. The gross- 
est railleries and libels, instead of hon- 
est statements and fair discussion have 
gone on unchecked. One cannot help 
sympathizing with the decent newspa- 
pers. 

But I will weary vou with all this. 
Tom saw me at the hospital twice, ard 
I must write to him. He started im- 
mediately on hearing that I was hurt. 
What a good heart he always has. Give 
my love to all. I long to see you, and 
to go out to the old farm, and walk the 
old roads. I am tertain it would do me 
good, but I fear I cannot go this year. 
I wish I could go back to work. It 
would take my mind out of my throat.

CINCINNATI. «Sept. 12.—Rats as 
pure food Getectives ig the latest in- 
novation of the city of Cincinnati, 
which is going into the white rat and 
mouse business cn a large scale. A 
home is to be furnished for mice and 


rats on the refuge farm. 

The refuge boys will have charge 
of the rat and mouse farm and will 
be allowed to sell the rodents that 
the city cannot use. 

As soon as the rats and mice get 
large enough, the Health Department 
will let them feed on suspected food- 
stuff. If the rodents die, or get sick, 
then the food they sample is con- 
demned.

ALIVE IN HAVANA 


Casper Janin Bases Opinion on 
Birthmark; Woman Reported 
to Be With His Rival. 


QUARREL OVER DIVORCE 


Woman Husband Thought Was 
Dead Left New York After 
His Row With Rival. 


By Associated Press. 

HAVANA, Sept. 12.—Mrs. Lena Janin, 
whose husband in New York identified 
as hers parts of the body of the woman 
who was murdered, cut to pieces and 
thrown into the Hudson River, and Vin- 
cent Planells, whose name has been 
mentioned in connection with the case, 
today were found living in a house in 
Havana street here. 

The couple said they had lived togeth- 
er in New York and had sailed for 
Havana 10 days ago, after Planells had 
had a dispute with Casper Janin, the 
woman’s husband, over the question of 
obtaining a divorce.

The warrant on which the arrest was 
made was issued by the Federal Court 
in New York and had been brought here 
before, only to be carried back, the au- 
thorities hoping to get their hands on 
Lamar in New York State and avoid 
the necessity of extradition proceedings 
and delay of probably a year or more, 

Meantime Lamar has been in Wash- 
ington, staying at a downtown hofel and 
appearing at the capitol almost, dailv 
to attend sessions of the Senate Lobby 
Committee. 

R. O. Sampson, a New York special 
agent of the Department of Justice, 
came here with the bench warrant and, 
accompanied by several district offi- 
cers, arrested Lamar as he was enter- 
ing his hotel. 

When Lamar, a'former Wall street 
broker, first took the witness stand be- 
fore the Senate committee and. non- 
chalantly told of impersonating Repre- 
sentative A. Mitchell Palmer of Penn- 
Sylvania, Representative Riordan of 
New York and other public men, in an 
effort to have Edward Lauterbach, a 
New York lawyer, employed by the 
Union Pacific Railroad for work in 
Washington, it was said that there was 
no law by which he could be reached. 
Later, however, the case was investi- 
gated by the Federal grand jury in New 
York and indictments returned, charg- 
ing the former broker with impersonat- 
ing Federal officers with intent to 
defraud.

WEW CITY MARKETS. 

It is proposed at city—hall to ask for a bond 
issue to provide three new city markets. _ 

An excellent idea, provided the city govern- 
ment will make these markets a means of re- 
ducing the cost of living for the taxpayers 
whose money will be expended on them. 

Few American city markets, if any, do that. 
They are rented in stalls to local retailers, who 
puy from gardeners at lowest price and sell to 
city consumers at highest. Too often these mar- 
ket retailers combine to fix a maximum price 
on foodstuffs, without hindrance from the city 
government, which should rigidly prohibit any- 
thing of the kind. The result, as a rule, is that 
producers who deal through city markets are 
underpaid and consumers are overcharged, while 
the middlemen get the lion’s share of the profit. 

In Germany city market stalls are rented 
by associated producers; they deal directly with 
consumers and eliminate middlemen’s profit. 
Gasdeners and consumers split that profit, which 
, our cities averages above 40 per cent of the 

nal retail price. On one or two occasions when 
German producers tried to boost prices of meat 
too high, notably in Berlin, the city government 
set up opposition stalls, put prices down to cost 
plus a reasonable profit, and broke the combina- 
tion.

CYCLES IN RAINFALL 
From the Kansas City Star 

Records at the office 
City Weather Bureau show that Dodge 
City got 93.31 inches of rain in the five 
years beginning with 1870. That is an 
average rainfal] of 1866 inches. For the 
five years ending with 1911 Dodge re- 
corded 90.81 inches,-or an average ef 
18.16. In other words, in spite of the 
cultivation in the last five-year period, 
and the lack of cultivation in the first, 
the rainfall happened to be slightly low- 
er in the last period than in the first. 

The rainfall is subject to wide varia- 
tions. The driest year recorded at Dodge 
was 1968, with 7.58 inches, and the wet- 
test year was 1881, with 83.6. The av- 
erage for something over forty years is 
19.6 inches. It is a safe guess that the 
average for the next forty will be be- 
tween 19 and 2 inches. 

Rainfall is determined by vast at- 
mospheric eddies of continental propor- 
tions. Men grubbing about on the earth 
could have about as much effect on 
these eddies as ants have on a 
dynamite explosion.
